"The Viking" was the topic of dis- 
cussion at the meetintr of the Histori- 
cal Club held 111 the home of Mr. 
■W. S. John.-^on last cveniiiK. L. C. Car- 
roll read a paper on "I'ariy Scandina- 
vian Kxplorers", while H. G. Lafleur 
dealt with "Icelandic Civilization". An 
Interesting ill.scupslon followwl the 
r»adlnK of the papers. 

After tho minutes ot the last meet- 
ing Ts-ere read. K, C. Knowles called 
upon L, C. Carroll to deliver his pa- 
per. 

The early Scandinavians were a 
brave and interesting people, who have 
exercised a great Influence on the 
■world. Thcfc Xorsemcn. dwellers in 
Sc.andinncin sailed out of The ice and 
desolation in which they were born 
and nurtured conquered liïneland, Scot- 
land and Ireland ravaged Brittany and 
Normandy, and discovered and colon- 
ized Iceland and Greenland. They cros- 
sed tho treacherous waters of tho At- 
lantic and discovered tlie American 
continent five hundred years bcfo.-c- 
Columbus. 

In the spriiic. pi-e,-i; i'.'-:tief u'. :.fv- 
ralsod men, fit to bear arms, usually 
•went away from home, mercilessly 
plundering coasts and lands, .ind in 
the fall returninp with rich .spoil and 
prisoner.'s of war. lio tlieroupiOr. be- 
came their .•ilavcs. iSiich expetjiilosis 
■were called Vlkinfrcfai lcr and the par- 
taJicrs Vikings. I'cnctrnted with a live- 
ly desire for accjulrins honor and re- 
nown, the N"orr"C<;rc!i were ihus well 
suited to their ta-sks as early c.\plor- 
ers. 

Of the RTc.at Europc.-i.n EraiRrstion 
tho Xorpement wei'e no jiarlnUers cx- 
rppt iii ^T. !".'.r .-if .1 iitln'nders. Angles, 
and Saxon under ilie command of the 
two lirothors, ITengist and Horsa. set 
out for and conquered England and 
erected the Saxon Hept.archy there. 
After that srent agllatlon had :-ubFid- 
«d, an «imiBration from Scandinavia 
commenced In the seventh and eighth 
ocnturicfl, breaking out violently 'n llie 
ninth and tenth centuries. The exptdi- 
linns "f Viklnpefarier of the Normans 
now began in be made in greater num- 
licn! not only to obtain booty but to 
gain homes abroad since the Norsemen 
were dlssatls-flcd at home by the iniio- 
duction of Christianity. Slntes were 
founded by the Norsemen in 1 "ranime, 
3îa;y, Kussln, and »'.scwliere in Eui- 
ppo. These invasions gradually subsid- 
•>d as ChriRtlanity mellowed the war-

Dr. A. !=5. r,vo 
last night described Seismic methods 
Th.-if.e depend upon the fact that sounil 
travc'B at different ratcn in varicu'?' 
medl.T. lienco If a sound wJyt5^ Is 
started by tho explosion otfxiy, lïO 
poiinds of T.N.T. It would be Vyme- 
what bent from its natura'l c /ttrre if it 
hit a pool ot oil. The d^vintlon may bo 
detected by__ûuftnhllf n.ppnraiii". which 
Is very^finillar lo what used to dotcei 
carthriuake^, and oil poo's are thus 
often found. 

.Seismic mcthofl.? ,aro used almost 
exclusively tn- 'li nrvl bore they are 
superior to elcclrlcal .and magnetic 
method.'. There arc no «elsmlû sur- 
veys now being conducted In Canad.a. 
nor are there llkoly to bo any, in tir. 
Eve's opinion, except possibly In Al- 
berta. There are certain oil deposits 
there which may be of value, but tli«> 
use ot this method will depend on the 
nature of the ground. They .are, how- 
ever being employed cxtenslvo'y in 
Texas, ono company thinking so much 
of them that it «pends nomethtng like 
$30.000 per month for explosives alone, 
excluding tho cost of apparatus aid 
labor. 

These mellioils aelect, primarily. 
diMontlniillies In the density of the 
ground; that ia to *ay, they Indlcat* 
whether Ihero is a patch of vchy bard 
or very soft ground In axta being sur- 
veyed. It has been found tiiat oil very 
often occurs at the lop of rock sal; 
domes, on'y .a few hundred feet below 
the Hurfacc, These domes aro a pec- 
uliar and Interesting geological con- 
struction. They are lllerally htjg'! 
domes carved ont under tho earth, ex- 
tending down through the \-ario'j.s 
layers ot materials to tho oil "oeda. If 
any. In the cotir;e of time the nli 
gradually seeps up to the top Intc 
little IMCkets, where It is first tapped 

The general method of detection ir 
.as forows: \ Large hole, about 6 fn.3t 
docp is dug and fll od with liigli ex- 
plosive, T.N.T. The "receiving'' .>ït.a- 
tlons may be located up to 6 miles cr 
so away, the method being distinctly 
a large .scale one. As the cxplo.slve 1.' 
."Ct off, a radio signal is sent. This 1* 
received by the observers and record- 
ed on a revolving drum of phot'.'- 
gi^phlc film.

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VALUE OF LYCEUM LECTURES 

T^HE time? when «ho inftil>n<\< of ICiwnlnK jo.ilously pii.ii-iloil the .«corelB of 
knowledge from the mn»« arc for i)l!<(ant now, nnd ,iro ren\embcre<l 
only in history bcoVs. 

A philosopher o{ tli.\«e times regarded M a îoil of ninfiloinn, who?o 
mind worVed supemnturolly in !>omo way». .-jnd who wai thercforo very awc- 
•orne. ITowftdays, even the tramp has his phUonophy of Hfc. and moreover 
^:>f^C081l1xes it to be a philosophy. Your modern clehl-hour-a-d,iy office man 
ajit« about his origin away back In the ages when tho mlsntng llnUs were 
roiunlnK the plains, or weren't— ^•jcoording to ht."» seasoned opinion. 

At the same time, although the non-soholar if not myytlflrd .Tboitt the 
leamlns that hla t)nlver.«ily lollownien devote their livee to. he often goes 
t.w astray In his conception of this learning. Ho can talk with any iiniver» 
slty profossor about the divorce question, because thi> •.iiafr.ir.inos .iiiil nows- 
pfcpers are forever moralizing abetit It or reporting It. his outlook la 

\-ery apt to be fettered, and ho doesn't realize that tho chief advantage of 
bolns a schol.ir is that one cm .«tudy these affairs from all angles, at all 
places, and with all references at hand from the pages of history and 
philosophy. 

The Lyceum lectures, that form the chief business of the department of 
extra-mural rtlnvions will help to correct some popular impressions about 
scholastic thought. For instance, many there miiy be who connect psycho- 
logy with hypnotism, spiritualism, and similar romantic sciences. Others 
tinsidcr that it deals with mind-building and memory-developing. Tho ly- 
ceum lec•tur^f in p.«.ycholo.c:y will help to correct these impressions, .snd, 
■what is more, Mill present before tho public arguments in favor of such 
things as intelligence te.<^:s, ind me.iaiirements of inlellcot, which are being 
adopted by S3 many business firms. Many wilt leave the lyceum course In 
this subject with a very new idea of the science of psychology. 

" VTc mcnt;>">n r>5yr>.o!>\cy !iec.n:fc y "■•'''■'^■.-y if one of tho world's favorite 
subjects, looked at ;r. the pv-'pwl.-.r'.y ir.corree: way, or in the scholastlcally 
correct way. 

- Similarly, history cour.«es will be presented before people who know that 
TTolfe captured Quebec in 1T5!> — a fact which some of our brilliant histori- 
ans don't care whether they remember or not — and they will inform the 
people of the situations which catteed the fall of Ouebec, and the conditions 
-underlying events of the time. 

The question is, will ;<ople attend these lectures? The unlve.-sity au- 
thorities cannot Inflict an attendance rule upon the lay citizens of the realm. 
The names of one or two of the courfff wiu .ittract some good attendances. 
The others win have to depend upcr. reputation, and McGlll's lyceum pro- 
fessors — if we may use the term — are becoming ksown as interesiinj de- 
liverers of graphic lectures. This may be a surprise to the *tudcnl body, 
hut we don't think it is such a surprise-as some will think. 

If through the Lyceum lectures, the university scholars can succeed In 
anating philosophy— as connected with all knowledge — an "indoor sport"— In 
the homes of our Canadian public. ;hpy have achieved something that 
all the compulsory education la the world will fail to do— make us a race of 
thinkers. 



THE ATTRACTION OF QUACKS 

*rHE esislence of pain, and the lailure of medical rcicr.cc to cure It wlth- 
* out troutile and crpensr. probably accounts for the popularity of quacks. 
:M:DBt people, for instance, on goinp to a dentist, do not ask themselves: •^V111 
he extract it scientifically?" but "Will be extract It palnlesslyr* 

The good done to man in general by the medical profession Is not usu- 
ally properly considered by man in particular. And when a quack comes 
ailong. offering treatment cheap for painful dlseasef, tho usual thought is 
■'Til have a shot at this treatment anyway, there's always a chance of it 
doing some good." 

The tragedy comes when the treatment does definite harm. Jlost quack 
treatments are too well regulated by law to do much harm !n themselves, 
but -when a person fills himself up with a hundred and one different sorts of 
quack medicines, he vtands a good cliance of becoming a physical wreck. 
;,\ However tiic:t is one nort of "quack" that usually does so.-ne goo-i H'r 
Is the fuith-hcuior. He may not do bis healing by •faith" no matter what 
sort of "faith" he might use, but he often succeeds in putting patients in 
the rjght attitude for a euro — making them determine to be well. As a. mat- 
tor of iact, people don't need the services of a faith healer to put themselves 
;into that attitude of mind— they can do It themselves, 

■\Ve do not know whether the medical profession bellevps rnl'-robcs to be 
the grcatffi: riiuh-; v'. •li.-icase or ml. It they do, we agree with thf doctors. 
and voice our ojiiiil-T. riiat law: to gcniif, v.rjiiy js the chief cause of disease. 

■\Vorry causes tiiosc little ailments -hai uiai.t; vne feel so utterly miser- 
able, and that probably cause quite a few of iheso divorces and suicide^. 

Perhaps advocates of the simple life are considered quacks by the medi- 
cal pcofeasion. Ve cannot imagine a doctor bcinsr so very cordial to the 
people who tell him that they have never been in bed or called a doctor for 
• sixty years, mort cr Ut\r. But although many of them are cranks, wo can 
l«îarn a good (>al frum them. 

Harmful <\uH-r.i advocate the use of narrotl'; ciiu??. Harmful quacks 
treat their pjuiftnts, without summoning medical help when there Is danger 
of death. Harmful quacks fill the mind of the credulous one with horrible 
worries about diseases he hasn't irot. Other kinds of quack doctors are more 
-harmless than not. 

JThe medical profession «an lic •rucud to b* pKjfrfHnwe tnough to In- 
\Vestlgate thoroughly any dlsooviîrlef likfly to prove useful, and university 
: ' ^people are the re'fore wise enough to place no reliance in quackery, when it 
■ -cproes to fighting dlAca&e. And they should bo wise enough to know the 
' ,»tote of .mind and body most conducive to health, without needing to seek 
non-mcdical advice aloQ^r that line.

UNDISH tho dircotlou of, nml in 
conjiniolloii with ihc l.iopiut- 
menl of ISciinomiea nn<l Politi- 
cal Science of this University, th,. 
MncMlltnns In Canada have publlslicil 
the ninth of a .tcriei uf bonlili'ts dnal 
iiu: with tho mitlon.ll proliloitin of 
Cnnadn. The volume presently innlor 
discussion Is tho work nf .lohn T. Ciil- 
llton. Sessional Lecturer In llie Uc 
parlniont, 

Tlio .suliji'i't of asslsloil pinlKi;il Ion 
from i;i\i:l-inil li.is yrown within tho 
last few yeiirs lo .i position of groat 
importance. When timl emlgrnllon 
takes the form' of Immigration Into 
this oountr.v. Its Importance for Cana- 
dians, naturally enough, \n i:re.itly 
magnified. Tlie question of Imnilgni- 
tion Into this country h.is formed the 
stibject of many debates, polilloal and 
otherwise. The very nature of those 
debates. In every Instance, has made 
It necessary for the spoiikers on either 
side to .idvancfl arguntents buill upon 
unsound bases nuil designed oitly to 
appe^tl to the easily stirred emotions 
of tho audience. 

•Mr. Culliton's thesis, on tho con 
irary, is built upon uncontro»*ertlbto 
facts and figures obtained from the 
reliable sources. ;ind hla treatment 
throughout is both thorough and care- 
ful. The whole question has, of course 
been treated from a purely sclenlifio 
standpoint without reference to or 
consideration of party or class politics. 
It Is this fact among, others, that 
makes the littlo volumes in this series 
especially valuable. 

The author comes from the west, 
and his chapters., dealing with that 
section of the Dominion show much 
evidence, not only of painstaking aca- 
demic research but alîïo of a fund of 
practical first-hand knowledge. 

Through research and scientific pre- 
sentation of faots, economists, tlioiigh 
It Is not generally admitted, are con- 
stantly contributing to a gradual ame- 
lioration of social condition.'", 'i'ho vol- 
ume written by Mr. Culliton will do 
Its share in this dhccilon since It 
treats of a most important problem, 
that of an equitable 'disposition of the 
world's population. 

The question of population v.n.>; first 
brought forcibly to tho ,-ittontlon of the 
world by Thomas Malthus, and though 
the outer aspects of the subject may 
have altered somewhat since that 
economist's time, the basic problem 
has not faded Into obsolescence. On 
the contrary, it la x greater enigma 
today than ever bcfors. 

Mr. Culliton has described assisted 
emigration with particular reference 
to this Dominion, though ho describes 
briefly tho workings of the Empira 
Stttlement Act in tho oilier n-ttlons 
associated in tho British Common- 
wealth. It Is his Intention to extend 
the present work to cover tiie other 
Dominions more fully. 

The G'-rmritis li.ive a brief, hut 
forceful iiroverli ri'>;;i.riliiit.' mjlf-iiralse, 
yr;l in the face of the admonition 
therein •.•onlalncd, it Is InipnsHlhle to 
close this review without somo refer- 
ence to the p.TTt played by tlie lîcono- 
mles Department of this University In 
making possible thu publication of 
tills series. Tho most masterly thesis, 
11 pl.'ioed away in (lie library ahnlves 
csn serve no pujrpose; the thesis print- 
ed and circulated among the public 
can.

H AHOLD Lamb, an American au- 
thority on Mongol history and 
the author of tho only biography 
in English of Genghis Kimn (.Mc- 
Bride, New York, Î3.B0) made the fol- 
lowing statement when questioned as

"rrofossor ICozloff has been at worK i 
In tho Gobi desert region tor tho litis- 
slan Geographical Society since ^WK 
and discovered and made excavation.'» 
upon tho MtK of tho old Mongol city 
of Kar.T. Khoto. lie is one of the best 
known of modern archeologlsts In the 
Central A.sia. field. Several years ago 
he met Dr. Andrews of the American 
Asiatic expedition out there, and Dr 
Andrews considers his work of the 
greatest importance. He once complet- 
ed a survey of inner Mongolia for th 
Imperial Society at St. Tctersburg. 

"The printed dispntclies are mlstak 
en in Haying tliat no previous announ 
cement of Dr. ICozloff's discovery bar 
been made. About three yoars ngo it 
was reported that ho had definite In- 
formation that tho tomb of Genghis 
Khan existed In tCar.a Kholo, al)out lat.
